NOTICE OF NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

Applicant's response filed October 31, 2007 has been received and entered into the present application. Applicant's election of the 
invention of Group II (claims 2-6), directed to a method for enhancing cognitive function in a patient suffering from a condition 
characterized by impaired cognitive function, and the election of (a) dementia as the species of cognitive disorder, (b) clavulanic acid 
as the species of clavulanate compound and (c) 10,1 1-methanodibenzosuberane as the species of P-glycoprotein efflux pump 
inhibitor, is acknowledged. 

However, Applicant's election of "10,1 1-methanodibenzosuberane" per se as the species of P-glycoprotein efflux pump inhibitor is 
non-compliant because the instant specification does not contain adequate written support for this specie of P-glycoprotein efflux 
pump inhibitor and, thus, raises an issue under the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Please see page 13 of the instant 
specification, wherein Applicant has incorporated by reference the disclosures of U.S. Patent Nos. 5,889,007; 5,874,434; 5,654,304; 
5,620,855; 5,643,909; and 5,591,715. The disclosures of these cited U.S. Patents are directed to suberane derivatives and, therefore, 
do not provide adequate written support for the use of the species of 10,1 1-methanodibenzosuberane per se as the species of P- 
glycoprotein efflux pump inhibitor for use in the claimed invention. 

Accordingly, by issuance of the instant notice, Applicant is afforded the opportunity to elect a single disclosed specie of P- 
glycoprotein efflux pump inhibitor that has appropriate written support in the specification of this application. Applicant is advised 
that a proper reply to this notice will reiterate the invention elected for examination on the merits and also reiterate the species of 
cognitive disorder and species of clavulanate compound for examination, as well as provide a proper election of a single disclosed 
specie of P-glycoprotein efflux pump inhibitor to which examination on the merits will be restricted.
